scattered hamlets.

Vietnamese losses were put at 
seven killed and 16 wounded. 
Intelligence officers say that 
any attack on Saigon from the 
Plain of Reeds would have to 
come before September. By then 
monsoon flood waters will make 
the area passable only by boat, 
and the officers say the flotilla 
required to move a large force 
would be spotted easily. 


Meanwhile, Viet Cong gunners 
struck close to the capital dur- 
ing the night. 


Government officials in Sai-

1,333 GOP delegates and alter, 
nates pick their candidate for 
the White House, front-runner 
Nixon showed with 601 expected 
votes on the first round. 


This put the former vicepres. 


ident only 66 away from the 667 
the winner must get. The second 
man in the race, Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York, trail. 
ed with 252, the third man 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor. 
nia, with 170. 


But the contention by Nixon 


spokesmen that they are more 
than 30 votes over the 667 
needed for nomination seemed 
to have sprung a leak.

Richard M. Nixon inched closer 
to the Republican presidential 
nomination today as his expect­ 
ed first-ballot vote mounted be­ 
yond the 600-mark.

Unruh Assails Reagan 
Action On Legislature

SACRAMENTO 
(AP) - Gov. 
Reagan’s pursuit of the Repub­ 
lican 
presidential nomination 
was linked today to “ a catas­ 
trophe in California govern - 
ment” by Democratic Assembly 
Speaker Jesse M. Unruh. 
Unruh, the state’s m ost pow­ 
erful Democrat, used the word 
“ conspiracy” more than once 
in describing Reagan’s action in 
leaving California just as the 
legislature bogged down in an 
unprecedented 
conflict 
that 
could wind up in courts. 
Under the speaker’s call, 53 
of the 80 assemblymen met tor 
six and one-half hours Monday, 
and Unruh called them back into 
session for today. 


Olive Marketing 
Order Changed 
By Referendum 
Congressman H a r o l d T. 
“ Bizz” Johnson announced to­ 
day the results of the California 
Olive Growers Referendum held 
July 13 to 22. 
Several changes were voted in 
the Federal Marketing Order. 
Growers voted by 97-1/2 per 
cent in favor of the amend­ 
ments. 
Handlers gave their 
OK with 88V2 per cent in favor. 
Congressman Johnson said 
the amendment, effective Sept. 
1, will make the following change 
es in the 
existing 
Federal 
Marketing Order: 
The term “ natural condition” 
is redefined to include olives 
packed in water or othe»- pre­ 
servatives; auftocrtty has been 
given for marketing promotion 
to be conducted by the adminis­ 
trative committee, to include 
paid 
advertising 
program s; 
other changes relating general­ 
ly to grade requirem ents and 
handling of cull olives. 


Monday’s session produced no 
specific action except that the 
lower house voted to not even 
read the official proclamation 
of Acting Gov. Hugh M. Burns 
adjourning both houses of the 
legislature as of 5 p.m. last 
Saturday. A 37-16 vote, Demo­ 
crats for and Republicans a- 
gainst, sent the messages by 
Burns and the Senate announc- 
cing adjournment back to their 
senders. 
After a day of constant con­ 
vening, lack of action, and then 
closed-door meetings of both 
parties, the Republicans unani­ 
mously voted against a Demo- 
cratic-sponsored bill raising 
workmen’s compensation bene­ 
fits. 
They also made clear 
they would stand fast against 
Unruh’s hope to pass a reso­ 
lution recessing— but not ad­ 
journing—until Sept. 9. 


That is when both houses would 
have to return tor a special 
session on gubernatorial ve­ 
toes, assuming Burns’ procla­ 
mation adjourning the legisla­ 
ture Saturday was legal. 


Unruh told newsmen the Re­ 
publican position appeared to be 
a move to protect Reagan, since 
he left the state at a critical 
time, knowing the situation and 
realizing 
Burns 
would be in 
charge.

Red Bluff Archeologist Makes 
South Pacific Island Discovery 


Hangaroa, Easter Island — 


At first glance, it looked like 
another of the tumbled lava 
blocks that give the upper edges 
of Easter Island's largest vol. 
cano a lunar landscape. The 
sharp eyes of archeologlst Pat. 
rick C. McCoy of Red Bluff 
detected its man-made charac. 
ter and another important con- 
tribution was added to his grow- 
ing inventory of archeological 
sites. It was the first record- 
ed place of "paenga" or dres- 
sed masonry block preparation. 


McCoy Is supervisor of the 


complete survey of all archeo- 
logical sites on that fabled South 
Pacific outpost of Polynesia. A 
graduate of the University of 
Wyoming in 1966, he is now 
doing work toward his Ph. D. 
in anthropology at Washington 
State University. He is a mem- 
ber of the University of Wyom- 
ing team conducting the survey 
and making restoration of cer. 
tain religious ceremonial sites 
under the direction of William 
Mulloy, UW anthropology pro- 
lessor. 


The paenga are less spectacu- 


lar than the famous stylized 
ancestor images carved as gig- 
antic statues from the yellow 
tuff of Rano Raraku. 
They 


represent almost as much skil- 
led labor however. The best 
examples show meticulous care 
in dressing the vesicular basalt 
blocks to a precise fit in house 
foundations and "aim" or re- 
ligious structure walls. 


Mulloy's years of research 


lead him to believe the craft 
skills of carving and moving 
finished stone objects weigh- 
ing up to 80 or more tons 
produced both statues and fine 
paenga as a simultaneous ex- 
pression.

On the rugged eastern slopes 


of the volcano Rano Kau in the 
second of 35 quadrants into 
which the island has been divid- 
ed for survey purposes, McCoy 
found paenga in various stages 
of manufacture and some left 
enroute to their destination. 
They were in a cliffy area and 
were of the fine grained vesicu- 
lar basalt making up that part 
of the volcano. This form of 
basalt is perfectly adapted for 
working since it results from 
lava which solidified while in a 
frothy condition. 
The many 


gas filled bubbles give the rock 
a sponge-like appearance. The 
thin walls 
of brittle 
basalt 


around each bubble are easily 
shattered with a sharp pointed 
stone hammer or "toki". 


In addition to the paenga, Mc- 


Coy found concentrations of 
small grained debris which he 
believes came from the pecking 
done in shaping the paenga.

rock by only a thin keel. On 
the other hand the story of 
paenga production has been only 
surmised from their appear­ 
ance. 
No source had been 
searched for previous to this 
present survey. 
On the rugged eastern slopes 
of the volcano Rano Kau in the 
second of 35 quadrants into 
which the island has been divid­ 
ed for survey purposes, McCoy 
found paenga in various stages 
of manufacture and some left 
enroute to their destination. 
They were in a cliffy area and 
were of the fine grained vesicu­ 
lar basalt making up that part 
of the volcano. This form of 
basalt is perfectly adapted for 
working since it results from 
lava which solidified while in a 
frothy condition. 
The many 
gas filled bubbles give the rock 
a sponge-like appearance. The 
thin walls 
of brittle 
basalt 
around each bifcble are easily 
shattered with a sharp pointed 
stone hammer or “ tokl” . 
In addition to the paenga, Mc­ 
Coy found concentrations of 
small grained debris which he 
believes came from the pecking 
done in shaping the paenga. He 
found fragmented beach boulder 
hammers nearby giving further 
Gold discovered on Chevron Island!

evidence of the technique used 
In dressing the large stones. 
McCoy thinks the paenga pos­ 
sibly were designed for the 
religious 
ceremonial center 
called Vinapu some two and a 
half miles down the slopes of the 
volcano. There an ahu is famous 
for its huge precisely fitted 
blocks reminiscent of some Ai* 
dean masonry which has con­ 
tributed a theory held by some 
that Easter Island was populated 
by people from South America. 
"No doubt, research will in­ 
dicate 
exactly 
where these 
beautiful masonry blocks were 
to be used as well as reveal 
dates which will help clear 
some controversial opinions cm 
the cultural development here,** 
he said. The value of a single 
type of find such as this may 
not be great, but the many ad­ 
ditions gained from the com­ 
plete survey will add up to much 
new and important knowledge,*' 
he added. 
The purpose oí the present 
program is to provide scientists 
the basic information they need 
to unravel past secrets. It is 
also to give authorities a sound 
basis for programs of conserva­ 
tion and interpretation. Field 
work now is the result of a 
proposal presented to UNESCO 
in 1966. It was jointly authoriz­ 
ed by Mulloy and Gonzalo Fi®.

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Safety For Tractor Drivers 


The annual traffic death toll of about 50,0001s one of the statist- 


ical facts most familiar to the American public. That is because 
the figure is repeatedly cited as part of the highway safety effort. 


Another accident death figure, in some ways even more shock- 


ing, is known to few of us. Tractor accidents take more than 
1,000 lives each year. Considering the number of tractor oper- 
ators in comparison to the number of people who travel in cars, 
this is proportionately a far higher fatality rate. 


The tractor, though indispensable to modern farming, is a tippy 


beast, given to rolling sideways or upsetting backward on an in- 
cline. Sometimes the operator Is thrown clear, sometimes not. 
Norval Wardle, Iowa State University safety specialist, reports 
that about 600 of the annual tractor deaths result from upsets. 


There is reason to think this total could be sharply reduced If 


farmers would take a simple precaution. Wardle believes that 
if all tractors were equipped with crush-resistant cabs or pro- 
tective frames and seat belts the number of Injuries and deaths 
from tractor upsets could be cut by at least three-fourths. 


Manufacturers are now taking action. Most of the big ones can 


now supply protective frames with their new models, and frames 
or roll-bars adaptable to some models already are on the market. 
Some crush-resistant cabs are available, too. Equipping tractors 
with such protective devices costs money, but it is well spent on 
insurance against tragedy. 


Reagan Spurns The United Nations

Clotting Of Blood

WHY DOESN'T blood clot 


while traveling through the 
body?

Dear Mr. R.: There are few 


more remarkable mechanisms 
at work in the human body 
than the clotting of blood. 
There are perhaps fifty or 
m o r e 
sub- 


stances t h a t 
play a role in 
t h e p r o p e r 
c l o t t i n g of 
blood. All of 
them work to- 
gether in com- 
plete harmony 
to 
keep the 


b l o o d in a 
fluid state un- 


til bleeding occurs and the 
need for coagulation becomes 
necessary. 


A. substance known as fi- 


brinogen is made mostly in 
the liver. Thromboplastin, pro- 
thrombin, vitamm K, calcium 
salts and blood platelets are 
a small fragment of the body 
substances that play impor- 
tant roles in. blood clotting 
and in preventing it dunng 
health. 


When b l e e d i n g occurs, 


thromboplastin 
affects 
pro- 


thrombin and produces throm- 
bin, one of the most impor- 
tant agents in the clotting 
mechanism. 
T h e 
thrombln 


then helps to form fibrin by 
acting on fibrinogen The fi- 
brin i& then laid down as a 
tiny network and forma the 
beginning of the clot that 
stops bleeding. 


There are a great many 


medical conditions in which 
there is a deficiency of one or 
more of the substances in- 
volved in clotting. When this 
deficiency is found it frequent- 
ly can be replaced, as is the 
case with vitamin K. 


Injury to a blood vessel, or 


infection and inflammation of 
the delicate lining wall may 
slew down the flow of blood, 
producing a clot, or a throm- 
bus, which partially prevents 
the free flow of blood through 
that part of the blood vessel. 


The obstruction, or inter- 


ruption of the normal flow of 
blood may, if it continue*, de- 
prive an organ of the blood 
supply that is absolutely nec- 
essary for survival. 


There are a few interesting 


related factors to this ques- 
tion which may help clarify 
the reasons for giving pa- 
tients who have suffered, a 
heart attack, a blood thinning 
drug. When a thrombus, or 
clot, cuts off the blood circula- 
tion, the body in a remarkable 
way, forms what is known as 
collateral circulation. T i n y 
blood vessels suddenly appear 
to bring emergency blood to 
the part of the body that has 
been deprived of blood and 
oxygen, until the larger vessel 
again opens. 


Following a heart attack 


which is caused by the clo- 
sure of the coronary arteries 
to the heart, blood thinning 
medicine is used to help stop 
the progress of the clot and 
to aid in the reopening1 of the 
blood vessel. Sometimes tiny 
collateral blood vessels take 
over in this area to bring 
nourishment to the heart mus- 
cle. 


An embolus is a small piece 


of a blood clot that breaks 
off 
from 
a thrombus and 


travels to another part of the 
body. This can often be avoid- 
ed by the complete rest that 
is rigidly imposed on patients 
with a blood clot. 


With patience and proper 


medication and rest, a throm- 
bus of the vein may slowly 
disappear and eventually, the 
blood vessel will return to 
normal. This occurs, especial- 
ly, when the underlying rea- 
scn for the beginning of the 
clot has been removed. 


There are now a number of 


exciting operations which are 
being performed to remove 
clots and to transplant ar- 
teries to bring a greater flow 
cf blood to organs that are de- 
prived of its nourishment.

REAGAN is 
POLITICAL 


CHAMELEON 


MIAMI— The most amazing 


political phenomenon lurking In 
the wings at Miami Beach is a 
man who swears he's not run- 
ning, but nevertheless is—Ron- 
ald Reagan of California. 


If by any chance the conven- 
tion should become deadlocked 
and Gov. Reagan should end up 
as President o* the United 
States, 
Hie American people 


would have as their chief exe- 
cutive a man who has done two 
significant things; 


1. Been on both sides of every 


political fence; 


2. Demonstrated 
that 
past 


performances can be overcome 
through the technique and power 
of television. 
Ronald Reagan began his car- 
eer as the darling of the left. 
He is now the darling of the 
right. Twenty years ago he was 
spokesman for "Mobilization 
for Democracy," listed by the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a communist- 
front group and cited by At- 
torney General Tom Clark as 
"subversive and communist." 
The communist Peoples World 
reported, Feb. 26, 1946, that 
he was the sponsor for the "Los 
Angeles Committee for a Demo- 
cratic Far Eastern Policy." 
to the 1960s, however, Reagan 


boasted of awards from segre- 
gationist Governors Ross Bar- 
natt of Mississippi and Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas, and the 
right-wing "Citizens forCon- 
stitutional Government." 
He 


described John Rousselot, pub- 
lic relations representative of 
the John Birch Society, as a 
"terrific fellow," Chief Justice 
Earl Warren as a "lousy jus- 
tice," tabbed federal aid to 
education as a "tool of tyr- 
anny" and welfare recipients 
as "a faceless mass waiting for 
a handout." 


GE SPOKESMAN 


In between the years when Rea- 
gan was the darling of the left 
and became the darling of the 
right, he spent eight years as 
"host" of the televised "Gen- 
eral Electric Theatre" at a 
reported salary of $2,000 a 
week; preached the Iniquities of 
unionism to General Electric 
labor; also held "kaffee klat- 
ches," in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, where 
he exuded charm before wo- 
men's clubs and warned them 
that Medicare was "one of the 
first steps in imposing statism 
on our people." 


The years of proximity to big 
business and respectability, In 
addition to a steady and fairly 
generous flow of income, may 
account for the change in the 
political life of Ronald Reagan. 
In any event, the change has been 
drastic. 


In 1964, during the Pasadena 
Rose Bowl parade, Miss Bess 
Myerson, former MissAmer- 
Ica, now Mrs. Arnold Grant of 
New York, alternated at the mi- 
crophone with Reagan in an- 
nouncing the floats. She testi- 
fies that when the U.S. Savings 
Bond float came along Reagan 
asked her to make the announce- 
ment, though it was his turn. 
"I just don't believe in Savings 
Bonds," he explained. 
The next year, Reagan balk- 
ed a second time, asked Miss 
Myerson to announce a Negro 
float. 
It was the first time 


Negroes had entered a float 
ii the Rose Bowl parade, and he 
grumbled about having to iden- 
tify it publicly. 
It would be interesting to note 


Reagan's views on U.S. Savings 
Bonds if he became President 
of the United States.

BACKWARD ECONOMY 
As governor, Reagan has In- 
itiated some policies which 
made headlines, such as crack- 
Ing down on California's modern 
education and mental health 
programs. 
He has also made moves less 
known to the public, such as 
•warning the people of Northern 
California recently to buy arms 
— "Your police can't protect 
you"—and appointing members 
of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion who have thumbed their 
noses at any pretense of pro- 
tecting the public. 
Commissioner William Ben- 
nett, a Democratic-appointed 
member of that commission, Is 
now engaged in an appeal to 
the California Supreme Court 
because two of Reagan's ap- 
pointees, Frederick Morrlssey 
and William O. Symons, took 
the unprecedented stand that 
other members of the commis- 
sion were not entitled to see the 
examiner's report regarding a 
petition by the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
to Increase rates by $180 mil- 
lion. 
It is unheard of in every util- 
ity commission in the 50 states 
that a member of the commis- 
sion cannot see the staff reports 
of his subordinates. Yet that 
was exactly how Reagan's ap- 
pointees to the California Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission ruled 
when the not small sum of $180 
million was at stake. Signifi- 
cantly, Commissioner Morris- 
sey formerly served as counsel 
for Pacific Tel and Tel. 
Reagan's position on the cred- 
ibility gap was fairly well pub- 
licized when he was caught ly- 
ing regarding two homosexuals 
on his staff. 


The Incident was important 
only because It climaxed a ser- 
ies of other misstatements Il- 
lustrating the apparent fact that 
Reagan thinks he can get away 
with any denials that suit his 
fancy. 


When Marianne Means of the 
Hearst newspapers 
reported 


that Mississippi's Gov. Paul 
Johnson had advised Reagan not 
to run fortiie Presidential nom- 
ination in the South, Reagan 
called the story a lie and de- 
clared, "I have never met Gov- 
ernor Johnson. She must have 
been talking to the hippies in 
Halght-Ashbury." 
Whereupon Miss Means pro- 
duced a picture of Reagan and 
Johnson huddled together. 


When Syd Kossen of the San 


Francisco Examiner reported 
that Reagan had told a lumber- 
men's convention, "H you've 
seen one redwood, you've seen 
them all," 
Reagan denied it. 


Other reporters who were pre- 
sent backed Kossen up. 
This is part of the record of 


the personable and persuasive 
Ronald Reagan. If the Repub- 
lican party wants to make him 
President, the American people 
will be in for some interesting 
theatrics. But both the people 
and the party are entitled to 
know the record before they 
vote.

NDCON AND REAGAN? 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla.-Unless 


the unexpected happens—and 
that is fairly rare at national 
conventions — the Republicans 
may easily nominate Richard 
Nixon for the Presidency. Whe- 
ther you like it or not, the 
thing is near enough to need a 
lot of thinking about. 
Once you think about the tact- 
ical-strategic situation in which 
nominee Nixon would find him- 
self, one point stands out a 
mile, In the context of Ameri- 
can politics in this deeply dis- 
turbing year, there Is almost 
nowhere for Nixon to go except 
to the right. The chances are, 
moreover, that If nominated 
he will go pretty far to the 
right. 
There are plenty of symptoms 
here at Miami Beach that a big, 
rightward jink Is already under 
consideration by the former 
Vice President. Because Nixon 
got into the contest so early, 
because he had the primaries 
to himself, because his dele- 
gate hunt was so successful, 
he was able to stage a fine 
political imitation of the Che- 
shire cat In the preconventkm 
period. But that is coming to 
an end. 
The Nixon people on the res- 
olutions committee are taking a 
near-Goldwater line. 
Nixon 


himself has been talking up the 
so-called "Southern strategy," 
even to some Northern delega- 
tions, as though former Gov. 
George Wallace did not exist. 
Above all, there Is the clear 
possibility that if nominated 
Nixon will then choose Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California as 
his running mate. 


To name Reagan for the Vice 
Presidency would be bolder and 
more decisive than Nixon us- 
ually likes to be. Yet, on the 
one hand, the chief apparent 
threat to Nixon at this conven- 
tion results from the leak to 
Reagan of Southern delegates 
that Nixon thought he had bot- 
tled up. Passing the word that 
Reagan would be the man would 
tend to halt this leak; so it Is a 
temptation in Itself. 
On the other hand (and here Is 
the main point!) Nixon must soon 
face the hard fact that Wallace 
really does exist and that he 
also has the powerful, perhaps 
increasing appeal that the poll- 
ers show. To Nixon, If he is 
nominated, this must certainly 
be the key fact in the whole sit- 
uation. 
Nixon, after all, is never going 
to evoke much enthusiasm a- 
mong the well-intentioned sub- 
urban voters whose allegiance 
Is divided between Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy. He is not going to 
get more than a vote or two in 
the Negro ghettos; and he is 
going to get mighty few votes 
among the pork-chop voters In 
the labor unions and the like— 
except for the tragically high 
percentage of these white work- 
ing-class voters who incline to 
Wallace because of racial pre- 
judice. 
Consider the 15 to 17% of the 
national vote that Wallace gets 
In the polls as what it really 
Is—a naturally Republican and 
right-wing vote that Wallace 
has been able to pick up on 
account of the grim racial prob- 
lem. Add to the Wallace vote 
the more ordinary Republican 
and middle-class vote that Nix- 
on gets. The two together ought

Of course, Nixon cannot hop* 
to put the two together IB any 
complete way. Some Southern 
states are almost sore to go tor 
Wallace. to tte North, too, 
something like half of those now 
counted for Wallace by the pull- 
ers are also sure to go for 
him on Election day. 


Yet how different the outlook 
will be if a Nixon-Reagan ticket 
can attract one-third of the vote 
now credited to Wallacel How 
much the outcome may be af- 
fected If such a ticket can count 
upon carrying Texas, above all, 
and maybe two or three of the 
other Southern states that the 
wiseacres now give to Wallace. 


In these hard scramble hills, 
in truth, there is gold for Nix- 
on. Maybe he does not have to 
go the whole way, by naming 
Reagan as his running mate. 
But it should be obvious to any- 
one that this will be the most 
efficient way to mine tills par- 
ticular kind of gold; and it would 
be equally obvious that this is 
the gold Nixon Is most likely 
to seek. 
One wonders whether this 
would now be a serious pros- 
pect, if Rockefeller's doubts and 
the deep Republican disorgani- 
zation had not combined to pre- 
vent any real preconvention ar- 
gument inside the party. There 
would surely be more passion- 
ate argument about a Republican 
candidate likely to base his 
strategy on a grab for the Wal- 
lace vote, if the argument had 
only begun earlier and more 
forthrightly. 


By the same token, one maybe 
sure the prospect would be very 
different if so many liberal 
Democrats 
had not recently 


dedicated all their energies to 
carving up Vice President Hu- 
bert Humphrey. But as it is, 
the Humphrey-carvers may will 
find that everything they are a- 
bout is the next turkey on the 
political sideboard.

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Safety For Tractor Drivers 


The annual traffic death toll of about 50,000 is one of the statist­ 
ical facts most familiar to die American public. That is because 
the figure is repeatedly cited as part of the highway safety effort. 


Another accident death figure, in some ways even more shock­ 
ing, is known to few of us. Tractor accidents take more than 
1,000 lives each year. Considering the number of tractor oper­ 
ators in comparison to the number of people who travel in cars, 
this is proportionately a far higher fatality rate. 


The tractor, though indispensable to modern farming, is a tippy 
beast, given to rolling sideways or upsetting backward on an In­ 
cline. Sometimes the operator is thrown clear, sometimes not. 
Norval Wardle, Iowa State University safety specialist, reports 
that about 600 of the annual tractor deaths result from upsets. 


There is reason to think this total could be sharply reduced if 
farmers would take a simple precaution. Wardle believes that 
if all tractors were equipped with crush-resistant cabs or pro­ 
tective frames and seat belts die number of injuries and deaths 
from tractor upsets could be cut by at least three -fourths. 


Manufacturers are now taking action. Most of die big ones can 
now supply protective frames with their new models, and frames 
or roll-bars adaptable to some models already are on the market. 
Some crush-resistant cabs are available, too. Equipping tractors 
with such protective devices costs money, but it is well spent on 
insurance against tragedy. 


Reagan Spurns The United Nations 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan's refusal to proclaim United 
Nations Day in California this year has been seen by many— 
properly, in our judgment— as an affront to millions who cherish 
the concept of achieving a better world through international 
cooperation. 
It is perhaps a small thing, in itself. But this 
symbolic rejection of the U. N. —what it stands for, and what 
it does—is important. 


An aide to Reagan has been quoted as saying the governor 
feels that such a proclamation "could be interpreted as a 
blanket endorsement of the total United Nations concept and 
operation.” 


It is hard to believe that Reagan sees it this way. 


Even ardent supporters of the U.N. on occasion take issue 
with some of its actions. 
To proclaim United Nations Day is 
simply to call on citizens to honor an organization which, for 
all its inadequacies, bespeaks peace and progress for mankind 
everywhere.

Clotting Of Blood

WHY DOESN’T blood clot 
while traveling through the 
body? 
Mr. N. R., Idaho 
Dear Mr. R.: There are few 
more remarkable mechanisms 
at work in the human body 
than the clotting of blood. 
There are perhaps fifty or 
m o r e 
sub­ 
stances t h a t 
play a role in 
th e p r o p e r 
c l o t t i n g of 
blood. All of 
them work to­ 
gether in com­ 
plete harmony 
to 
keep 
the 
b l o o d in a 
fluid state un­ 
bleeding occurs and the 
need for coagulation becomes 
necessary. 
A substance known as fi­ 
brinogen is made mostly in 
the liver. Thromboplastin, pro­ 
thrombin, vitamin K, calcium 
salts and blood platelets are 
a small fragment of the body 
substances that play impor­ 
tant roles in blood clotting 
and in preventing it during 
health. 
When b l e e d i n g occurs, 
thromboplastin 
affects pro­ 
thrombin and produces throm­ 
bin, one of the most impor­ 
tant agents in the clotting 
mechanism. 
The 
thrombin 
then helps to form fibrin by 
acting on fibrinogen. The fi­ 
brin is then laid down as a 
tiny network and forms the 
beginning of the clot that 
stops bleeding. 
There are a great many 
medical conditions in which 
there is a deficiency of one or 
more of the substances in­ 
volved in clotting. When this 
deficiency is found it frequent­ 
ly can be replaced, as is the 
case with vitamin K. 
Injury to a blood vessel, or 
infection and inflammation of 
the delicate lining wall may 
slew down the flow of blood, 
producing a clot, or a throm­ 
bus, which partially prevents 
the free flow of blood through 
that part of the blood vessel. 
The obstruction, or inter­ 
ruption of the normal flow of 
blood may, if it continues, de­ 
prive an organ of the blood 
lupply that is absolutely nec­ 
essary for survival. 
There are a few interesting 


related factors to this ques­ 
tion which may help clarify 
the reasons for giving pa­ 
tients who have suffered a 
heart attack, a blood thinning 
drug. When a thrombus, or 
clot, cuts off the blood circula­ 
tion, the body in a remarkable 
way, forms what is known as 
collateral circulation. T i n y 
blood vessels suddenly appear 
to bring emergency blood to 
the part of the body that has 
been deprived of blood and 
oxygen, until the larger vessel 
again opens. 
Following a heart attack 
which is caused by the clo­ 
sure of the coronary arteries 
to the heart, blood thinning 
medicine is used to help stop 
the progress of the clot and 
to aid in the reopening of the 
blood vessel. Sometimes tiny 
collateral blood vessels take 
over in this area to bring 
nourishment to the heart mus­ 
cle. 
An embolus is & small piece 
of a blood clot that breaks 
off from a thrombus and 
travels to another part of the 
body. This can often be avoid­ 
ed by the complete rest that 
is rigidly Imposed on patients 
with a blood clot. 
With patience and proper 
medication and rest, a throm­ 
bus of the vein may slowly 
disappear and eventually, the 
blood vessel will return to 
normal. This occurs, especial­ 
ly, when the underlying rea­ 
son for the beginning of the 
clot has been removed. 
There are now & number of 
exciting operations which are 
being performed to remove 
clots and to transplant ar­ 
teries to bring a greater flow 
cf blood to organs that are de­ 
prived of its nourishment.

REAGAN 
IS 
POLITICAL 
CHAMELEON 
MIAMI— The most amazing 
political phenomenon lurking In 
the wings at Miami Beach Is a 
man who swears he’s not run - 
ning, but nevertheless Is—Ron­ 
ald Reagan of California. 
If by any chance the conven­ 
tion should become deadlocked 
and Gov. Reagan should end up 
as President of the United 
States, the American people 
would have as their chief exe­ 
cutive a man who has done two 
significant things: 
1. Been on both sides of every 
political fence; 
2. Demonstrated 
that 
past 
performances can be overcome 
through the technique and power 
of television. 
Ronald Reagan began his car­ 
eer as die darling of the left. 
He Is now die darling of the 
right. Twenty years ago he was 
spokesman for "Mobilization 
for Democracy,” listed by die 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a communist- 
front group and cited by At­ 
torney General Tom Clark as 
"subversive and communist.” 
The communist Peoples World 
reported, Feb. 26, 1946, that 
he was the sponsor for the "Los 
Angeles Committee for a Demo­ 
cratic Far Eastern Policy.” 
In the 1960s, however, Reagan 
boasted of awards from segre­ 
gationist Governors Ross Bar­ 
nett of Mississippi and Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas, and the 
right-wing "Citizens forCon- 
stitutional Government.” 
He 
described John Rousselot, pub­ 
lic relations representative of 
the John Birch Society, as a 
"terrific fellow,” Chief Justice 
Earl Warren as a "lousy jus­ 
tice,” tabbed federal aid to 
education as a "tool of tyr­ 
anny” and welfare recipients 
as "a faceless mass waiting tor 
a handout.” 


GE SPOKESMAN 
In between the years when Rea­ 
gan was the darling of die left 
and became the darling of die 
right, he spent eight years as 
"host” of the televised "Gen­ 
eral Electric Theatre” at a 
reported 
salary of $2,000 a 
week; preached the iniquities of 
unionism to General Electric 
labor; also held "kaffee klat- 
ches,” In behalf of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association, where 
he exuded charm before wo­ 
men’s clubs and warned them 
that Medicare was "one of the 
first steps In Imposing statlsm 
on our people.” 
The years of proximity to big 
business and respectability, In 
addition to a steady and fairly 
generous flow of Income, may 
account tor the change In the 
political life of Ronald Reagan. 
In any event, the change has been 
drastic. 
In 1964, during the Pasadena 
Rose Bowl parade, Miss Bess 
Myerson, former Miss Amer­ 
ica, now Mrs. Arnold Grant of 
New York, alternated at the mi­ 
crophone with Reagan In an­ 
nouncing the floats. She testi­ 
fies that when the U.S. Savings 
Bond float came along Reagan 
asked her to make the announce­ 
ment, though It was his turn. 
"I Just don’t believe In Savings 
Bonds,” he explained. 
The next year, Reagan balk­ 
ed a second time, asked Miss 
Myerson to announce a Negro 
float. 
It was the first time 
Negroes had entered a float 
il the Rose Bowl parade, and he 
grumbled about having to Iden­ 
tify it publicly. 
It would be Interesting to note 
Reagan’s views on U.S. Savings 
Bonds if he became President 
of the United States. 


BACKWARD ECONOMY 
As governor, Reagan has in­ 
itiated some policies which 
made headlines, such as crack­ 
ing down on California’s modem 
education and mental health 
programs. 
He has also made moves less 
known to the public, such as 
warning the people of Northern 
California recently to buy arms 
— "Your police can’t protect 
you” —and appointing members 
of the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion who have thumbed their 
noses at any pretense of pro­ 
tecting the public. 
Commissioner William Ben­ 
nett, a Democratic -appointed 
member of that commission, Is 
now engaged In an appeal to 
the California Supreme Court 
because two of Reagan’s ap­ 
pointees, Frederick Morrissey 
and William O. Symons, took 
the unprecedented stand that 
other members of the commis­ 
sion were not entitled to see the 
examiner’s report regarding a 
petition by the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company 
to Increase rates by $180 mil­ 
lion. 
It Is unheard of In every util­ 
ity commission In the 50 states 
that a member of the commis­ 
sion cannot see the staff reports 
of his subordinates. Yet that 
was exactly how Reagan’s ap­ 
pointees to the California Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission ruled 
when the not small sum of $180 
million was at stake. Signifi­ 
cantly, Commissioner Morris­ 
sey formerly served as counsel 
tor Pacific Tel and Tel. 
Reagan’s position on the cred­ 
ibility gap was fairly well pub­ 
licized when he was caught ly­ 
ing regarding two homosexuals 
on his staff. 
The Incident was Important 
only because It climaxed a ser­ 
ies of other misstatements Il­ 
lustrating the apparent fact that 
Reagan thinks he can get away 
with any denials that suit his 
fancy. 
When Marianne Means of the 
Hearst newspapers reported 
that Mississippi’s Gov. Paul 
Johnson had advised Reagan not 
to run tor toe Presidential nom­ 
ination in toe South, Reagan 
called toe story a He and de­ 
clared, "I have never met Gov­ 
ernor Johnson. She must have 
been talking to toe hippies in 
Haight-A shbury.” 
Whereupon Miss Means pro­ 
duced a picture of Reagan and 
Johnson huddled together. 
When Syd Kossen of toe San 
Francisco Examiner reported 
that Reagan had told a lumber­ 
men’s convention, "If you’ve 
seen one redwood, you’ve seen 
them all,” Reagan denied it.

NIXON AND REAGAN? 
MIAMI BEACH, Fla.-Unless 
toe unexpected happens—and 
that Is fairly rare at national 
conventions — toe Republicans 
may easily nominate Richard 
Nixon tor toe Presidency. Whe­ 
ther you like it or not, toe 
thing is near enough to need a 
lot of thinking about. 
Once you think about the tact­ 
ical-strategic situation In which 
nominee Nlxon would find him­ 
self, one point stands out a 
mile. In the context of Ameri­ 
can politics In this deeply dis­ 
turbing year, there Is almost 
nowhere for Nlxon to go except 
to the right. The chances are, 
moreover, that If nominated 
he will go pretty far to toe 
right. 
There are plenty of symptoms 
here at Miami Beach that a big, 
rightward Jink Is already under 
consideration by the former 
Vice President. Because Nlxon 
got into toe contest so early, 
because he had toe primaries 
to himself, because his dele­ 
gate hunt was so successful, 
he was able to stage a fine 
political Imitation of the Che­ 
shire cat In the pre convention 
period. But that Is coming to 
an end. 
The Nlxon people on toe res­ 
olutions committee are taking a 
near-Goldwater Une. 
Nlxon 
himself has been talking up toe 
so-called "Southern strategy,” 
even to some Northern delega­ 
tions, as though former Gov. 
George Wallace did not exist. 
Above all, there Is toe clear 
possibility that if nominated 
Nlxon will then choose Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California as 
his running mate. 
To name Reagan tor the Vice 
Presidency would be bolder and 
more decisive than Nlxon us­ 
ually likes to be. Yet, on toe 
one hand, the chief apparent 
threat to Nlxon at this conven­ 
tion results from toe leak to 
Reagan of Southern delegates 
that Nlxon thought he had bot­ 
tled up. Passing toe word that 
Reagan would be toe man would 
tend to halt this leak; so It Is a 
temptation in Itself. 
On the other hand (and here Is 
toe main point!) Nlxon must soon 
face toe hard fact that Wallace 
really does exist and that he 
also has toe powerful, perhaps 
Increasing appeal that toe poll­ 
ers show. To Nlxon, If he Is 
nominated, this must certainly 
be toe key fact in toe whole sit­ 
uation. 
Nlxon, after all, Is never going 
to evoke much enthusiasm a- 
mong the well-intentioned sub­ 
urban voters whose allegiance 
Is divided between Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy. He Is not going to 
get more than a vote or two in 
toe Negro ghettos; and he Is 
going to get mighty few votes 
among the pork-chop voters In 
the labor unions and toe like— 
except for toe tragically high 
percentage of these white work­ 
ing-class voters who Incline to 
Wallace because of racial pre­ 
judice. 
Consider toe 15 to 17% of toe 
national vote that Wallace gets 
In the polls as what It really 
Is—a naturally Republican and 
right-wing vote that Wallace 
has been able to pick up on 
account of toe grim racial prob­ 
lem. Add to toe Wallace vote 
toe more ordinary Republican 
and middle-class vote that Nlx­ 
on gets. The two together ought

ers are also sure to go tor 
him on Election day. 
Yet how different toe outlook 
will be if a Nlxon-Reagan ticket 
can attract one-third of toe vote 
now credited to Wallace! How 
much toe outcome may be af­ 
fected if such a ticket can count 
upon carrying Texas, above all, 
and maybe two or three of toe 
other Southern states that the 
wiseacres now give to Wallace. 
In these hard scramble hills, 
in truth, there Is gold for Nlx­ 
on. Maybe he does not have to 
go toe whole way, by naming 
Reagan as his running mate. 
But it should be obvious to any­ 
one that this will be toe most 
efficient way to mine this par­ 
ticular kind of gold; and It would 
be equally obvious that this Is 
the gold Nlxon Is most likely 
to seek. 
One wonders whether this 
would now be a serious pros­ 
pect, if Rockefeller’s doubts and 
toe deep Republican disorgani­ 
zation had not combined to pre­ 
vent any real preconvention ar­ 
gument inside toe party. There 
would surely be more passion­ 
ate argument about a Republican 
candidate likely to base his 
strategy on a grab tor toe Wal­ 
lace vote, If toe argument had 
only begun earlier and more 
forthrightly. 
By toe same token, one may be 
sure toe prospect would be very 
different If so many liberal 
Democrats had not recently 
dedicated all their energies to 
carving up Vice President Hu­ 
bert Humphrey. But as It Is, 
toe Humphrey-carvers may will 
find that everything they are a- 
bout is the next turkey on the 
political sideboard.

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Safety For Tractor Drivers 


The annual traffic death toll of about 50,000 is one of the statist­ 
ical facts most familiar to die American public. That is because 
the figure is repeatedly cited as part of the highway safety effort. 


Another accident death figure, in some ways even more shock­ 
ing, is known to few of us. Tractor accidents take more than 
1,000 lives each year. Considering die number of tractor oper­ 
ators in comparison to the number of people who travel in cars, 
this is proportionately a far higher fatality rate. 


The tractor, though indispensable to modern farming, is a tippy 
beast, given to rolling sideways or upsetting backward on an in­ 
cline. Sometimes the operator is thrown clear, sometimes not. 
Norval Wardle, Iowa State University safety specialist, reports 
that about 600 of the annual tractor deaths result from upsets. 


There Is reason to think this total could be sharply reduced if 
farmers would take a simple precaution. 
Wardle believes that 
if all tractors were equipped with crush-resistant cabs or pro­ 
tective frames and seat belts the number of injuries and deaths 
from tractor upsets could be cut by at least three -fourths. 


Manufacturers are now taking action. Most of die big ones can 
now supply protective frames with their new models, and frames 
or roll-bars adaptable to some models already are on the market. 
Some crush-resistant cabs are available, too. Equipping tractors 
with such protective devices costs money, but it is well spent on 
insurance against tragedy. 


Reagan Spurns The United Nations

properly, in our judgment— as an affront to millions who cherish 
the concept of achieving a better world through international 
cooperation. 
It is perhaps a small thing, in itself. But this 
symbolic rejection of the U. N. —what it stands for, and what 
it does—is important.

MIAMI— The most amazing 
political phenomenon lurking in 
the wings at Miami Beach Is a 
man who swears he's not run­ 
ning, but nevertheless is—Ron­ 
ald Reagan of California. 
If by any chance the conven­ 
tion should become deadlocked 
and Gov. Reagan should end up 
as 
President of the United 
States, 
the American people 
would have as their chief exe­ 
cutive a man who has done two 
significant things: 
1. Been on both sides of every 
political fence; 
2. Demonstrated 
that 
past 
performances can be overcome 
through the technique and power 
of television. 
Ronald Reagan began his car­ 
eer as toe darling of the left. 
He is now toe darling of the 
right. Twenty years ago he was

In the 1960s, however, Reagan 
boasted of awards from segre­ 
gationist Governors Ross Bar­ 
nett of Mississippi and Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas, and toe 
right-wing "Citizens forCon- 
stitutional Government.” 
He 
described John Rousselot, pub­ 
lic relations representative of 
the John Birch Society, as a 
"terrific fellow," Chief Justice 
Earl Warren as a "lousy jus­ 
tice," tabbed federal aid to 
education as a "tool of tyr­ 
anny" and welfare recipients 
as "a faceless m ass waiting tor 
a handout." 


An aide to Reagan has been quoted as saying the governor 
feels that such a proclamation "could be interpreted as a 
blanket endorsement of the total United Nations concept and 
operation.” 


It is hard to believe that Reagan sees it this way. 


Even ardent supporters of the U.N. on occasion take issue 
with some of its actions. 
To proclaim United Nations Day is 
simply to call on citizens to honor an organization which, for 
all its inadequacies, bespeaks peace and progress for mankind 
everywhere.

WHY DOESN’T blood clot 
while traveling through the 
body?

Dear Mr. R.: There are few 
more remarkable mechanisms 
at work in the human body 
than the clotting of blood. 
There are perhaps fifty or 
m o r e 
sub-

stances t h a t 
play a role In 
t h e p r o p e r 
c l o t t i n g of 
blood. All of 
them work to­ 
gether in com­ 
plete harmony 
to 
keep 
the 
b l o o d in a 
fluid state un­ 
til bleeding occurs and the 
need for coagulation becomes 
necessary. 
A substance known as fi­ 
brinogen is made mostly in 
the liver. Thromboplastin, pro­ 
thrombin, vitamin K, calcium 
salts and blood platelets are 
a small fragment of the body 
substances that play Impor­ 
tant roles in blood clotting 
and in preventing it during 
health. 
When b l e e d i n g occurs, 
thromboplastin 
affects 
pro­ 
thrombin and produces throm­ 
bin, one of the most impor­ 
tant agents in the clotting 
mechanism. 
T h e 
thrombin 
then helps to form fibrin by 
acting on fibrinogen. The fi­ 
brin is then laid down as a 
tiny network and forms the 
beginning of the clot that 
stops bleeding. 
There are & great many 
medical conditions in which 
there is a deficiency of one or 
more of the substances in­ 
volved in clotting. When this 
deficiency is found it frequent­ 
ly can be replaced, as is the 
case with vitamin K. 
Injury to & blood vessel, or 
infection and inflammation of 
the delicate lining wall may 
slew down the flow of blood, 
producing a clot, or & throm­ 
bus, which partially prevents 
the free flow of blood through 
that part of the blood vessel. 
The obstruction, or inter­ 
ruption of the normal flow of 
blood may, if it continues, de­ 
prive an organ of the blood 
supply ***** is absolutely nec­ 
essary for survival. 
There are a few interesting 


related factors to this ques­ 
tion which may help clarify 
the reasons for giving pa­ 
tients who have suffered a 
heart attack, a blood thinning 
drug. When a thrombus, or 
clot, cuts off the blood circula­ 
tion. the body in a remarkable 
way, forms what is known as 
collateral circulation. T i n y 
blood vessels suddenly appear 
to bring emergency blood to 
the part of the body that has 
been deprived of blood and 
oxygen, until the larger vessel 
again opens. 
Following a heart attack 
which is caused by the clo­ 
sure of the coronary arteries 
to the heart, blood thinning 
medicine is used to help stop 
the progress of the clot and 
to aid in the reopening of the 
blood vessel. Sometimes tiny 
collateral blood vessels take 
over in this area to bring 
nourishment to the heart mus­ 
cle. 
An embolus is a small piece 
of a blood clot th at breaks 
off from a thrombus and 
travels to another part of the 
body. This can often be avoid­ 
ed by the complete rest that 
is rigidly imposed on patients 
with a blood clot. 
With patience and proper 
medication and rest, a throm­ 
bus of the vein may slowly 
disappear and eventually, the 
blood vessel will return to 
normal. This occurs, especial­ 
ly, when the underlying rea­ 
son for the beginning of the 
clot has been removed. 
There are now a number of 
exciting operations which are 
being performed to remove 
clots and to transplant ar­ 
teries to bring a greater flow 
cf blood to organs th at are de­ 
prived of its nourishment.

The years of proximity to big 
business and respectability, In 
addition to a steady and fairly 
generous flow of Income, may 
account for the change In the 
political life of Ronald Reagan. 
In any event, toe change has been 
drastic. 
In 1964, during the Pasadena 
Rose Bowl parade, Miss Bess 
Myerson, former MissAmer- 
ica, now Mrs. Arnold Grant of 
New York, alternated at toe mi­ 
crophone with 
Reagan In an­ 
nouncing the floats. She testi­ 
fies that when the U.S. Savings 
Bond float came along Reagan 
asked her to make the announce­ 
ment, though it was his turn. 
"I Just don't believe In Savings 
Bonds," he explained. 
The next year, Reagan balk­ 
ed a second time, asked Miss 
Myerson to announce a Negro 
float. 
It was the first time 
Negroes had entered a float 
11 toe Rose Bowl parade, and he 
grumbled about having to Iden­ 
tify It publicly. 
It would be Interesting to note 
Reagan's views on U.S. Savings 
Bonds If he became President 
of toe United States. 


BACKWARD ECONOMY 
As governor, Reagan has In­ 
itiated some 
policies which 
made headlines, such as crack­ 
ing down on California's modem 
education and 
mental health 
programs. 
He has also made moves less 
known to the public, such as 
warning toe people of Northern 
California recently to buy arms 
— "Your police can't protect 
you"—and appointing members 
of toe Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion who have thumbed their 
noses at any pretense of pro­ 
tecting toe public. 
Commissioner William Ben - 
nett, a Democratic-appointed 
member of that commission, is 
now engaged In an appeal to 
the California Supreme Court 
because two of Reagan's ap­ 
pointees, Frederick Morrissey 
and William O. Symons, took 
the unprecedented stand that 
other members of toe commis­ 
sion were not entitled to see toe 
examiner's report regarding a 
petition by 
the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company 
to increase rates by $180 mil­ 
lion. 
It is unheard of In every util­ 
ity commission In the 50 states 
that a member of toe commis­ 
sion cannot see toe staff reports 
of his subordinates. Yet that 
was exactly how Reagan's ap­ 
pointees to toe California Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission ruled 
when toe not small sum of $180 
million was at stake. Signifi­ 
cantly, Commissioner Morris­ 
sey formerly served as counsel 
for Pacific Tel and Tel. 
Reagan's position on the cred­ 
ibility gap was fairly well pub­ 
licized when he was caught ly­ 
ing regarding two homosexuals 
on his staff. 
The Incident was Important 
only because it climaxed a s e r­ 
ies of other misstatements il­ 
lustrating toe apparent fact that 
Reagan thinks he can get away 
with any denials that suit his 
fancy. 
When Marianne Means of toe 
Hearst newspapers reported 
that M ississippi's Gov. Paul 
Johnson had advised Reagan not 
to run for toe Presidential nom­ 
ination in 
toe South, Reagan 
called toe story a He and de­ 
clared, "I have never met Gov­ 
ernor Johnson. She must have 
been talking to toe hippies In 
Halght-Ashbury." 
Whereupon Miss Means pro­ 
duced a picture of Reagan and 
Johnson huddled together. 
When Syd Kossen of toe San 
Francisco Examiner reported 
that Reagan had told a lumber­ 
men's convention, "If you've 
seen one redwood, you've seen 
them all," Reagan denied It. 
Other reporters who were p re­ 
sent backed Kossen up. 
This is part of toe record of 
toe personable and persuasive 
Ronald Reagan. 
If toe Repub­ 
lican party wants to make him 
President, the American people 
will be In for 9ome Interesting 
theatrics. 
But boto the people 
and toe party are entitled to 
know the record before they 
vote.

NIXON AND REAGAN? 
MIAMI BEACH, Fla.-U nless 
toe unexpected happens—and 
that is fairly rare at national 
conventions — toe Republicans 
may easily nominate Richard 
Nixon for toe Presidency. Whe­ 
ther you like it or not, the 
thing is near enough to need a 
lot of thinking about. 
Once you think about the tact­ 
ical-strategic situation In which 
nominee Nixon would find him­ 
self, one point stands out a 
mile. In the context of Ameri­ 
can politics In this deeply dls - 
turbing year, there Is almost 
nowhere for Nixon to go except 
to toe right. The chances are, 
moreover, that if nominated 
he will go pretty far to toe 
right. 
There are plenty of symptoms 
here at Miami Beach that a big, 
rightward jink Is already under 
consideration by the former 
Vice President. Because Nixon 
got into the contest so early, 
because he had toe primaries 
to himself, because his dele­ 
gate hunt was so successful, 
he was able to stage a fine 
political Imitation of toe Che­ 
shire cat in the preconvention 
period. But that Is coming to 
an end. 
The Nixon people on the re s­ 
olutions committee are taking a 
near-Go Id water line. 
Nixon 
himself has been talking up toe 
so-called "Southern strategy,” 
even to some Northern delega­ 
tions, as though former Gov. 
George Wallace did not exist. 
Above all, there is toe clear 
possibility 
that if nominated 
Nixon will 
then choose Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California as 
his running mate. 
To name Reagan for the Vice 
Presidency would be bolder and 
more decisive than Nixon us­ 
ually likes to be. Yet, on toe 
one hand, the chief apparent 
threat to Nixon at this conven­ 
tion results from toe leak to 
Reagan of Southern delegates 
that Nixon thought he had bot­ 
tled up. Passing toe word that 
Reagan would be toe man would 
tend to halt this leak; so it Is a 
temptation in Itself. 
On toe other hand (and here is 
toe main point!) Nixon must soon 
face toe hard fact that Wallace 
really does exist and that he 
also has the powerful, perhaps 
Increasing appeal that toe poll­ 
ers show. 
To Nixon, if he Is 
nominated, this must certainly 
be toe key fact In toe whole sit­ 
uation. 
Nixon, after all, Is never going 
to evoke much enthusiasm a- 
mong the well-intentioned sub­ 
urban voters whose allegiance 
is divided between Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy. 
He Is not going to 
get more than a vote or two in 
the Negro ghettos; and he is 
going to get mighty few votes 
among toe pork-chop voters In 
the labor unions and toe like— 
except for toe tragically high 
percentage of these white work­ 
ing-class voters who Incline to 
Wallace because of racial pre­ 
judice. 
Consider toe 15 to 17% of toe 
national vote that Wallace gets 
In the polls as what It really 
is— a naturally Republican and 
right-wing vote that Wallace 
has been able to pick up on 
account of toe grim racial prob­ 
lem. Add to toe Wallace vote 
toe more ordinary Republican 
and middle -class vote that Nix­ 
on gets. The two together ought

Of course, Nixon cannot hope 
to put toe two together in any 
complete way. Some Southern 
states are almost sere to go for 
Wallace, 
to tt* North, too, 
something like half of those now 
counted for Wallace by toe poll­ 
ers are also sere to go tor 
him on Election day. 
Yet how different toe outlook 
will be If a Nixon -Reagan ticket 
can attract one -third of toe vote 
now credited to Wallace! How 
much toe outcome may be af­ 
fected if such a ticket can count 
upon carrying Texas, above all, 
and maybe two or three of toe 
other Southern states that the 
wiseacres now give to Wallace. 
In these hard scramble hills, 
in truth, there Is gold tor Nix­ 
on.

But it should be obvious to any­ 
one that tois will be toe most 
efficient way to mine this par­ 
ticular kind of gold; and it would 
be equally obvious that this is 
the gold Nixon Is most likely 
to seek. 
One 
wonders whether

would now be a serious pros­ 
pect, if Rockefeller's doubts and 
toe deep Republican disorgani­ 
zation had not combined to pre­ 
vent any real preconvention a r­ 
gument Inside toe party. There 
would surely be more passion­ 
ate argument about a Republican 
candidate 
likely to base his 
strategy on a grab for toe Wal­ 
lace vote, If toe argument had 
only begun earlier and more 
forthrightly. 
By the same token, one maybe 
sure the prospect would be very 
different if so many liberal 
Democrats had not recently 
dedicated all their energies to 
carving up Vice President Hu­ 
bert Humphrey. But as it is, 
the Humphrey-carvers may will 
find that everything they are a- 
bout is the next turkey on toe 
political sideboard.

WASHINGTON (AP>- A House 
committee today blamed sloppy 
bookkeeping and bad planning 
with hobbling the Alliance for 
Progress program 
of Latin 
American aid. 
A report by the House Com­ 
mittee on Government Opera­ 
tions said there’s a feeling in 
Brazil — and possibly a dozen 
other countries — that “ the lid 
would blow off” unless land re ­ 
form is swift. 
Yet a shortage of auditors— 
and the inability of American 
auditors to communicate with 


native subordinates — is per­ 
mitting Agency for International 
Development funds to be frit­ 
tered away unnoticed, the re ­ 
port said. 
The report was prepared after 
a subcommittee headed by Rep. 
John E . Moss, D-Calif., toured 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Col­ 
ombia, Panama, Peru and Vene- 
suela last January. 
The report said “ . . . mil­ 
lions of dollars have been wast­ 
ed on AID projects because oí 
poor planning and faulty esti­ 
mates.”
